Starhemberg’s Statement.

VIENNA, July 28.—Vienna gave 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss an 
imperial funeral today. 

The body of the peasant-born lit- 
tle Chancellor was carried to his 
last resting place from St. Steph- 
en’s Cathedral, where 40 Austrian 
Emperors, but none other has been 
buried. 

Just as the sun was sinking the 
assassinated Chancellor was laid to 
rest in a temporary grave within 
sight of the spot where <Austria’s 
World War Field Marshal, Conrad 
yon Hoetzendorf, is buried. 

A trembling figure in black, Frau 
Alwine Dolifuss stood at the grave- 
side and heard Dr. Kurt Schusch- 
nigg, Dollfuss’ Minister of the In- 
terior, his voice breaking with emo 
tion, say: 

“Tt is the fate of our generation 
to spend much of our time at the 
mouth of the grave.” , 

Frau Dolifuss swayed. The two 
peasant brothers of her husband 
came to her support and Prince 
Ernst von Starhemberg, Dollfuss’ 
successor as Austrian dictator, es- 
corted her away.

HONOLULU, July’ 28.—America’s 
traditional policy of peace was re- 
stated here today by President 
Roosevelt in a brief address bidding 
farewell to the people of Hawaii 
just before he embarked on the 
navy cruiser for Portland, Ore, 

The address was broadcast local- 
ly to the islands of the Hawaiian 
group, but was not transmitted to 
mainland stations. 

Congratulating the army and 
navy, whose posts here he inspect- 
ed closely during his five-day stay 
in Hawaii, on their “efficiency and 
fine spirit,” the President said they 
“constitute an integral part of our 
national defense—and I stress that 
word (defense).” 

He continued: “These forces must 
ever be considered an instrument 
of continuing peace, for our na- 
tion’s policy seeks peace and does 
not look to imperialistic aims.” ~ 

Affection fur the Islands. 

The President's address bespoke 
a warm affection for the territory, 
of which he said “America can well 
be proud.” 

He concluded: “I say to you, 
‘Aloha!’ from the bottom of my 
heart.” 

The President spent the night at 
the Royal Hawaiian Hotel at Wai- 
kiki, and did not leave there until 
10:25 a. m., when he was driven to 
the capital grounds. 

There he planted a kukui tree in 
the presence of a great crowd as- 
sembled on the broad palm-shaded 
lawn, then went to the Governor's 
office on the second floor and on 
to the balcony from which he spoke, 
as scheduled, at 11 o’clock. 

As soon as the brief speech was 
finished, the President was driven 
to the Government pier in Hono- 
lulu Harbor and boarded the cruiser 
Houston,-which sailed at 11:53 a. m. | 
for. Portland, Ore.

“Gov. Poindexter, my friends and 
fellow Americans of the Territory 
of Hawaii. 


“I leave you today with reluc- 
taice, for the friendly spirit and 
the generous reception given -me 
everywhere by the people of the 
islands make me greatly wish that 
my visit could be prolonged.

A few friends were present at the 
time of her death, besides the two 
doctors and the nurses, They were 
Mr. and Mrs, Allen Breed Walker, 
owners of the estate where she 
spent her last days, and her faith- 
ful servants for 25 years, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jerry Cox. 

Miss Dressler learned two years 
ago that her condition was hope- 
less, but took a course c. treatment 
chat enable her to make two more 
pictures at Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
studio, by working only a few hours 
daily. Finally, however, she was 
forced to seek a long rest. 

Hope for her recovery was aban-| 
doned four weeeks ago.

She rallied, however, but 
was in a state of coma, unable to 
converse with friends, most of the 
time since.

This was the twentieth anniver- 
sary of Austria-Hungary'’s declara- 
tion of war on Serbia and condi- 
tions in many parts of this country 
were reminiscent of those which 
developed in the war. 

In Carinthia barbed wire en- 
tanglements protected fighting men 
whose bayonets gleamed. The Na- 
zi methods—sniping from advan- 
tageous positions — recalled the 
“machine gun nests” of the West- 
ern front. 

Throughout the disturbances— 
ever since Dolifuss was killed—the 
Monarchists have been in confer- 
ence, confident that the conditions 
were strengthening their cause. 

Monarchists Are Hopeful. 
While warning that no specula- 
tion should be indulged in as to 
what they will do, Baron von 
Wiesel, representative of former 
Empress Zita, declared the Mon- 
archists believe now that the popu- 
lace is strongly with them.

Picketing of Wisconsin 


Plant Continues After 
Fight in Which Two Are 
Killed, 39 Wounded.

KOHLER, Wis. July 28.—Six 
new companies of National Guards- 
men poured tonight into this vil- 
lage, famed for years as a model 
industrial community, to prevent 
recurrence of strike rioting that 
resulted in two killings and. the 


wounding of 39, 

Three hundred fifty infantrymen. 
from Camp Williams joined the 250 
Milwaukee cavalrymen sent earlier 
in the day to take over police 
The. soldiers replaced 200 


special village marshals who last 
night turned shotguns and rifles 
on strikers and sympathizers at- 
tempting to damage the plant of 
the Kohier company, plumbing 
equipment makers, 

Col. J. C. P. Handley, command- 
ing the 600 Guardsmen, said the 
town was not under martial law. 

A-delegation of labor leaders in- 
vestigated the riot and indicated 
an inquiry by District Attorney 
Charlies A. Copp will be demanded. 

“They (the two deaths) were noth- 
ing less than murder,” declared 
Henry Ohl Jr., president of the 
Wisconsin Federation of Labor. 

Statement by Kohler. 

Walter R. Kohler, president of 
the Kohler Company, and former 
Governor of Wisconsin issued a 
statement in which he said: 

“What happened in Kohler Vil- 
lage last night is an example of 
what communistic affiliations are 
doing in this country. The blame 
for the actions of the mob is 
upon the leaders and other outside 
agitators who provoked them to 
violence. 

“A few days ago in a public speech 
across the street from our plant, Al 
Benson, former Socialist Sheriff of 
Milwaukee County, encouraged the 
strikers tc seize the plant and op- 
erate it tnemselves.

30,000 See Take-Off.

The balloon—with its gondola 
equal in height to a 27-story office 
building—rose gracefully et the 
take-off at 6:45 a. m.

times. Commissioned from the 
ranks, he turned to the lighter- 
than-air branch, and took his diri- 
gible training at Lakehurst; N. J. 
He flew aboard the ill-fated Shen- 
andoah, and in the Los Angeles. 
His four years. duty tour at Scott 
Field began in 1926. 

Capt. Anderson, an army offi- 
cer since 1917, was stationed at 
Scott Field shortly after the World 
War. In 1922, with two aids, Capt. 
Anderson made an unplanned rec- 
ord flight in a pony blimp, which 
flew 450 miles as a free balloon. 
The blimp ran into high winds 
while maneuvering over Scott Field 
and was unable to return to the 
hangar, so Capt. Anderson and his 
crew allowed the ship to ride with 
the wind. They landed in Alabama. 

Capt. Stevens, 48, is recognized as 
one of the world’s foremost aerial 
photographers. He is a graduate of 
the University of Maine. Many of 
his remarkable aerial photographs 
have been printed-~throughout the 
country. 


Scott Field Captain Reached 42,470- 
Foot Altitude in 1927. 

The late Capt. Hawthorne C. 
Gray of Scott Field reached an al- 
titude of 42,470 feet in a balloon 
Nov. 4, 1927, and was suffocated 
when his oxygen supply was ex- 
hausted before his balloon had 
fallen to a level where the oxygen 
content of the air would support 
life. 

The balloon, carrying Capt. 
Gray’s body, landed near, Sparta, 
Tenn. Instruments were not -dam- 
aged, enabling army experts to 
complete a chart of the flight. On 
a previous ascent, Capt. Gray 
reached approximately the same al- 
titude, but was forced to descend 
with his parachute when the bal- 
loon- fell too rapidly for safety. 
Both flights, made for altitude rec- 
ord purposes, were from Scott 
Field. Due to the accidents, the at- 
tempts were not acceptable for rec- 
ord purposes.

Successful tn Two Suits. 


The Cleveland suit, filed in Octo} 


ber, 1931, a month after Federal 
Judge Faris, in a decision here, had 
found in favor of the Sterling com- 
pany in the suit against it, was 
brought by the Cleveland Trust 
Co. with which the aluminum 
company and two of its licensees, 
the Aluminum Industries and the 
Bohn Aluminum and Brass Corpor- 
ation, had pooled another series of 
patents. 

The Special Master, William B.

BASIS IS DIFFERENCE 


IN RAIL, WATER RATES 


15,015,117 Tons Handled 
on Rivers Brought Gross’ 
Revenue to Lines of 
$57,026,329. 


Savings to the shippers on traffie 
handled by the Federal barge lines 
in the last 10 years was estimated 
by the Inland Waterways Corpora- 
tion yesterday to be $20,664,000. The 
estimate was based on the differ- 
ence between charges for barge 
shipments and railroad charges for 
the same traffic. 

Tonnage handled in this period 
amounted to 15,015,117 tons, bring- 
ing a gross revenue of $57,026,329 
and a net profit of $706,692. Ton- 
nage last year was 1,605,830 ‘tons, 
@s compared with 849,508 tons in 
1924, the year of incorporation. 

The Federal barge system is di- 
vided into two-units, the Mississippi 
unit, including the Upper Mississip- 
pi division, the St. Louils-Chicago 
division, the Missouri division (St. 
Louis-Kansas City, not completed); 
the lower Mississippi division (St. 
Louis-New Orleans), and the War 
rior unit, extending from New Or- 
leans to Mobile, Ala. Total mileage 
is 2444 miles and the service in- 
cludes 24 towboats and 260 barges. 

All-steel barges vary from 500 to 
3000 tons, the latter holding the 
equivalent of a trainload (40-70 car 
loads). One towboat can handle 
six to 12 barges. The largest tow 
from St. Louis to New Orleans was 
10,000 tons of grain hauled by the 
towboat Hoover last year. 

Traffic varies from high-grade 
tonnage such as toys, machinery, 
candy, canned’ goods, matches, beer 
and peanuts to heavy commodities 
such as grain, iron and steel, sugar, 
pulpboard and chemicals. 

Shipments handled through 8&t. 
Louis have been destined for Little 
Rock, Dallas, Baltimore, Boston, 
Tampa, San Francisco, Portland, 
Ore., Seattle, Hamburg, Liverpool, 
Batavia, San Juan, Buenos Aires 
and Honolulu. Such unusual ship- 
ments are made fn connection with 
railroads and steamship lines for 
export or coastwise movement. St. 
Louis beer is sent to Puerto Rico, 
Java, India, Canal Zone, San 
Francisco and Honolulu. 

The all-water route from St.

HE return of the party convention as a part.of the machinery 
for nomination of candidates in Massachusetts elections has add-

The new convention system has been adopted not to displace the 
state-wide primary election, but with the hope that it will simplify 
the primary and avoid the confusion that confronted voters because 
of the multiplicity of primary candidates. 


The new law, adopted by refer- 


endum vote of the people, pro- 
vides that each party shall hold 
a pre-primary convention for the 
purpose of indorsing nominees for 
those offices which are voted for 
by the voters of the whole state, 
such as United States Senator, 
Governor and other state officers. 
The plan was so devised that it 
was intended to avoid the evils 
of the old boss-controlled party 
caucuses which dictated nomina- 
tions. ; 

The candidates indorsed by the 
party conventions go on the pri- 
mary ballot and for the guidance 
of voters are designated as in- 
dorsed candidates. The field is 


. open, however, to other candidates 


who may get on the ballot in the 
usual manner by filing nomina- 
tion papers. 


Choosing of Delegates. 


Republican and Democratic pre- 
primary conventions were held ™ 
June this year. As provided un- 
der the new law, the conventions 
were made up of delegates elect- 
ed at so-called party primaries in 
the various voting districts of the 
state. Each district was entitled 
to one delegate for each 1500 
votes, or major fractien thereof, 
cast for the party nominee for 
Governor in 1932, but any dis- 
trict that cast fewer than 1500 


pres was entitled to one delegate. 


In these conventions party lead- 
ers got together and weighed the 
qualifications of various candi- 
dates. In support of the method 
ithas been said that the delegates, 
usually being men of broad po- 
litical experience and wide ac- 
quaintance, were qualified to form 
reliable judgments of the avail- 


4 able candidates and to pick the 


best. The state-wide primary had 


been subjected here, as in other 
States, to the criticism that with 
any candidates offering them- 
selves for a long list of offices, 
the rank and file of voters had 
10 Opportunity to acquaint them- 
selves with the qualifications of 
Candidates, and therefoze in far 
too many cases voted blindly. 

Indorsement by a party con- 
vention under the new Massachu- 
setts system is presumed to car- 
ty with it the sponsorship of the 
leaders of the party, and thereby 
aid the voters in making intel- 
ligent selections.

Curley Attacks System. 

Mayor Curley has turned his 
big guns on the new convention 
system. The bosses are again in 
the saddle, he asserts, and he is 
ready to lead the people in a 
fight for repeal of the convention 
law. In his speeches he has 
charged that the Democratic con- 
vention was thoroughly ‘‘bossed”’ 
by Gov. Joseph B. Ely and Sena- 
tor Walsh. 

Predicting that he will win the 
nomination and election, Mayor 
Curley declares that his first act 
as Governor will be to re-submit 
the pre-primary convention plan 
to the voters. 

The plan also has been attacked 
from other sources, one of the ob- 
jections being the expense. The 
state bears the cost of the party 
primaries in which the delegates 
are elected, but each party must 
finance its own convention. The 
opportunity for domination by fi- 
nancial power is said to be~too 
great. 

Wide opportunity ie provided 
for voters to become candidates 
for delegates. Any registered vot- 
er may become a candidate by fil- 
ing nomination papers bearing the 
signatures of five qualified vot- 
ers. Names of candidates for 
delegate go on the ballot in al- 
phabetical order, which avoids 
grouping or slate-making. 

As an example of how the num- 
ber of delegates to which a vot- 
ing district is entitled, a town 
which cast 781 votes for the gu- 
bernatorial candidate in 1932 
would be entitled to one delegate 
just as would a town or ward that 
cast 1500 votes; a town or city 
ward that cast 4200 votes would 
be entitled to three delegates. 


Adopts Party Piatform. 


Another function of the pre-pri- 
mary convention, defined by law, 
is to adopt a party platform. The 
Republican. platform this year 
contains many thrusts at ‘‘Demo- 
cratic mismanagement,” paying 
particular attention to national 
policies. It calls for drastic cur- 
tailment of “the unprecedented 
bureaucracy assembled under 
Democratic rule’ and for elimina- 
tion of “competition by Govern- 
ment with its own citizens.’’

The Democratic platform rec- 
ommends lower light and power 
rates, a revision of the state

War Time Premier of Britain Tells in His Memoirs of the 
Confidential Messages That Passed Between the Two Nations 
Before the Declaration. Which Took Us Into the Conflict. 


PRESIDENT WILSON'’S decision to plunge the 

United States into the World War on the side 
of the Allies, after an increasing number of pro- 
vocative acts from Germany, notably the famous 
Zimmermann note to Mexico, was reviewed by 
Lloyd George in a preceding installment of his 
Memoirs. When America’s entry into the war 
seemed imminent the British Government decided 
to. send the Balfour. Mission to Washington. The 
purpose of this mission was to plead for the fullest 
assistance from the United States with food, muni- 
tions, ‘money and men. The mission found the 
Wilson administration in a “chaotic state,” accord 
ing to confidential reports from members of the 
mission. They feared, therefore, to “fbrce the 
pace.” The American people, one member stated, 


‘| still feels that “England is the England of the War 


of Independence,” with “suspicion and resentment 
wide and deep.” It was the mission’s business to 
allay this resentment. The “prosperity and wealth” 
they observed in America “flabbergasted” the vis- 
itors. :

URING the early months of 1917, while 
President Wilson was making up his 
mind, the Allies were naturally very 
anxious to keep in touch with American 
opinion. 

Among my papers is a letter sent to the 
British Government by Mr. J. Allen Baker, 
the idealist Quaker, who returned in March, 
1917, from a visit to the United States. He 
gives an account of various interviews he had 
during this critical time with leading people, 
in particular with Col. House, who was reas- 
suring as to the certainty of America joining 
with ail her strength. 
‘“‘We ‘want to be your reservoir for every- 
thing that America can supply—food, muni- 
tions; Money and men—the latter to volun- 
teer and go over as soon as wanted, or can 
be carried, and they can be trained on your 
side. 

“We are ready also to exchange inventions, 
naval or otherwise, and to co-opegate with 
our United States Navy to rid the seas of sub- 
marines.”

- Arthur Balfour and the British mission 
reached America on April 21, 1917. The prin- 
cipal representatives with him were Lord 
Cunliffe, of the Bank of England; Rear-Aa 
miral Sir Dudley de Chair, to represent the 
Admiralty, and Major-General G, T. M. 
Bridges, for the Army; while Mr. Walter Lay- 
ton represented the Ministry of Munitions. In 
response to a cabled inquiry about their prog- 
ress, the following telegram dated April 26, 
1917, records their first impressions: 

“Our problem was that administration here 
was found to be in a very chaotic state. It 
has, therefore, not been possible to set on 
foot any formal discussions, and it was clear- 
ly intimated to us that, for the present, we 
were not desired. to put forward any precise 
demands, but merely announce our readiness 
to give any information wanted on particular 
points. 

“The actual arrival of the mission, we are 
told, has been of very great service. As a 
consequence committees have been appointed 
to handle all the matters which our mission 
wants to deal with. Discussion is being urged 
by the State Department and will, we hope, 
take place at latest on Monday. A review of 
the general situation and what progress has 
been made on various questions is being sent 
by Secretary of State. 

“T am confident that the Americans will 
take every possible step to help, but political 
considerations greatly hamper them and they 
are quite unprepared. 

*“‘We continue to receive a welcome which 
surpasses the expectations of our best friends, 
and the personality of Balfour is carrying im- 
mense weight. It is, of a a great asset 
to us. 

“I am of the opinion that we cannot force 
the pace any more at present and it might 
be harmful to try to do so, but we shall insist 
without hesitation on the urgency.and impor- 
tance, particularly of shipping issues,”

N ew Waterways Plan Would 
Make Federal Government 
Partner With States, Not Donor 


Analysis of Report Submitted to Congress by 
Roosevelt—Ten Projects Named, Sub- 
ject to Future Study.

All this is in President Roose- 
velt’s report on water resources 
submitted to Congress on June 4, 
a voluminous report that is now 
being printed by the Government. } 
Because of the great mass of im- 
portant legislation that Was 
jammed through the legislative} 
machine in the closing weeks of 
Congress and because of the very 
scope and volume of the report, it 
has received virtually no atten- 
tion. But in many ways it is as 
important—certainly as the prec- 
edent for an entirely new water 
policy as the emergency legisla- 
tion which Congress passed. 


Curbing Pork Barrel Rush. 


The origin of the report was as 
follows: Stimulated by the exam- 
ple of the Tennessee Valley, Con- 
gresemen and Senators introduced 
in the last session numerous meas 
ures calling for the same sort of 
development for a variety of river 
basins. The theory was: If the 
Tennessee Valley can get a consid- 
erable number of millions for a 
program of complete rehabilita- 
tion, why shouldn’t I try to get 
the same thing for the Blank Riv- 
er Valley? 

President Roosevelt was _ seri- 
ously concerned over this flood of 
river improvement bills. He felt 
that most of them were hasty, ill- 
advised, not justified by any real 
economic or social need. If they 
were passed, as they might well 
be under the system of trading 
that has often been employed to 
get over similar measures, the 
President felt that harm would be 
done to his general program and 
specifically to the Tennessee Val- 
ley project. The latter might be 
discredited in the congressional 
scramble for pork. 

As one of means of checking 
this race for the pork barrel, the 
President sent for Senator Norrie 
of Nebraska and with him worked 
out some legislative strategy. Sen- 
ator Norris ang Representative 
Wilson of Lotisiana were to in- 
troduce a resolution simultaneous- 
‘ly in Senate and House calling on 
President Roosevelt for a report 
on water resources. Norris was 
the logical Senator to ask for such 
a report. He had sponsored the 
Tennessee Valley project and he 
had offered a similar plan for the 
Platte River in his own Nebraska. 


A New Milestone.

history the water resources of the 


48 states have been appraised and the future not only of the 
great river basins and their fhnumerable tributaries but of the 
water beneath the earth, and the earth itself, as it is related to the 
rains that flood over it, has been considered. 


This “system” had its origin more 
than a century ago and flourished 
for many years.

There were 
definite, long-term waterways 
projects—the deepening of river 
channels on main streams, and 
flood control. This might be 
called the engineering phase. The 
broader social and economic imph- 
cations were more or less ignored, 
with emphasis on the engineering 
aspects of navigation and, te a 
lesser degree, flood control. 


+ | Co-ordinated Plan Sought. 


Projects were carried out by the 
War Department in piecemeal 
fashion in response to the de- 
mands of various sections. Wa- 
terways became h sectional issue. 
The Middle West, resenting the 
fact that railroad control reposed 
in the East, resenting the fact 
that railroad profits constantly 
were drained from the Middle 
West to accumulate in the East, - 
demanded cheap water transporta- 
tion as a compensation from the 
Government. This sectional plea 
is very familiar to anyone who has 
lived in the Missisajppi Valley. 

Now in the President’s report 
on water resources this sectional- 
ism is frankly recognized, But 
here is the major difference be- 
tween the second and what may 
well be the third phase of wa- 
terway development: the Federal 
Government proposes to be only 
a partner with the states and mu- 
nicipalities that would benefit 
from waterways improvements, 
Costs and gains will be shared in 
projects based on co-operation 
rather-than mere Federal patron- 
age. And the various sections 
will not be constantly at war 
with each other to see which can 
get the most from the Federal 
Treasury. Instead there will be 
a co-ordinated.plan for the nation.

AVING pasesd through nearly 
H five years of depression with- 

out serious financia] difficul- 
ties, the city government of St. 
Louis is now confronted with a tax 
problem that has caused Mayor 
Dickmann to call the Board of Al- 
dermen in extraordinary session in 
midsummer. This session will 


start tomorrow. ; 
To understand this problem, for 


which the city administration is 
seeking new sources of taxation, we | 


must consider the city’s financial 
course in the last 10 years. In 19238 


the huge public improvements pro-° 


gram was undertaken, for which 
some $87,000,000 of bonds were vot- 
ed by the people. As the work pro- 
gressed and bonds were issued 
(money borrowed) to pay for it, 
there was a gradual increase in the 
amount of money that had to be 
raised by taxation to pay bond in- 
terest and maturities. 

In recent years it has been tak- 
ing about $5,000,000 a year, some- 
times more, to pay interest and to 
make payments on the maturing 
debt in accordance with the city’s 
contracts with those from whom it 
borrowed the money. It now ap- 
pears that the special tax levied to 
pay bond interest and maturities in 
the current fiscal year will fall 
short of the mark by some $2,000,- 
000 and that there will not be funds 
available from other current rev- 
enue to absorb the difference. 

New Bond Issue Held Up. 

But in the face of this deficit 
in tax revenues to meet debt re- 
quirements, the city is planning to 
issue $16,100,000 more of bonds, 
These bonds were voted largely 
with a view to making jobs for the 
unemployed and at the same time 
continuing the program of public 
improvements. The problem be 
comes acute because these bonds 
cannot be issued and sold unless 
provision is made to pay them off 
as they mature and to pay interest 
meanwhile. This means somebody 
must pay more taxes, 

In view of these facts, just where 
does the city stand financially? 

Notwithstanding heated contro- 
versy regarding proposed new taxes 
and debate about deficits, there is 
not now any financial crisis in the 
city of St. Louis such as confronts 
many American cities. After these 
years of depression the credit and 
financial rating of St. Louis remain 
among the highest in the United 
States. It is readily seen from the 
foregoing statement of the situa- 


- tion, however, that there are cer- 


tain problems of ways and means 
that must be solved: These prob- 
lems will be briefly considered in 
this article. 

Unbalanced Budget. 

The first problem is that the bud- 
get for the current fiscal year ap- 
pears to be unbalanced. It is high- 
ly probable that the fiscal year 
will end with a deficit of approx!i- 
mately $2,500,000, but as against 
this it should be borne in mind that 
at the beginning of the fiscal year 
there was a current or temporary 
cash balance on hand of approxi- 
mately $17,000,000. Therefore, the 


city can absorb a deficit of $2,500,- ’ 


- without being seriously crip- 
pled. 

However, it is obvious that def- 
cits, if allowed to continue, will 
ultimately result in financial dis- 
aster. Such has been the fate of 
Chicago and several other Ameri- 
Can cities, 

The cash balance of $17,000,000 in 
the city treasury or on deposit in 
banks for the city’s account at the 
commencement of the fiscal year 
represented in part the accumulat- 
ed savings of many years of con- 
servative financing. Thie balance 
Ought to be preserved intact. If, 
however, expenditures during the 
current year should greatly exceed 
receipts, the cash balance that was 


svailable at the beginning of the. 


fiscal yew. will be dissipated by 
October or November and it will 
be necessary for the city to bor- 
row money from the banks until 
current taxes shall haye been paid 
at the end of December.

have shrunk enormously, partly ow- 
ing to reduction of the assessed 
valuation of real estate for taxa- 
tora and partly owing to the inabil- 
ity or failure of a large number of 
property owners to pay their taxes. 
So. far as delinquent real estate 
taxes are concerned the. problem 
will solve itself, for such taxes are 
ultimately paid in full with penal- 
ties, except -when penalties have 
been remitted by the Legislature. 
But the shrinkage of revenue re- 
sulting from reduction of the as- 
sessed valuation of real-estate in 
St. Louis cannot he remedied, at. 
least not for many years until 
actual real estate values have been 
restored to the 1929 level and the 
assessed Valuation likewise re- 
stored. 


Problem Confronting City. 

Therefore, the city is confronted 
with the choice of either finding 
new sources of revenue or reducing 
its expenditures to the level of its 
income. It is the firm belief of the 
writer, based upon experience, that 
new sources of revenue are not 
available‘ in sufficient amounts. 
Such measures as the revenue bills 
now pending before the Board of 
Aldermen are merely ‘palliatives. 
Failing to find new revenfe, the 
city ‘obviously will ultimately be 
forced to adopt the other alterna- 
tive and face the disagreeable task 
of curtailing its expenditures so as 
to make them conform to its in- 
come. The difficulty of this task 
was made plain in an analysis of 
the city’s finances published in the 
Post-Dispatch Jan. 1, 1933, when 
many citizens were demanding low- 
er taxes. 
How is this to be done? Some of 
the expenditures of the city, such 
as expenses of the Police Depart- 
ment, the Circuit Court and other 
departments controlled by the State, 
are fixed by the Legislature. When 
the Legislature convenes in Janu- 
ary, 1935, it should be called upon 
to enact amending laws reducing 
the expenses of all these depart- 
ments to a basis conforming to the 
city’s ability to pay. As far as all 
other city expenditures are con- 
cerned, they are under the control 
of the Board of Aldermen ‘with the 
exception of a few salaries that are 
fixed by the City Charter. These 
were fixed in 1914 before the com- 
mencement of the inflationary proc- 
esses that followed the World War. 
Redeeming Bonds, 
The most important of the other 
problems confronting the city re 
lates to the redemption of its ma- 
turing bonds, especially those is- 
sued under the general improve- 
ment program of 1923. Bonds in 
the amount of more than $2,869,000 
will mature during the present fis- 
cal year and $4,418,000 during the 
ensuing year. 


When these bonds were issued, an 
ordinance was passed, approved by 
the Mayor on May 29, 1923, provid-. 
ing that a general ad valorem tax 
should be levied on all the taxable 
property in the city at such a rate 
or rates in each year as would be 
sufficient to pay the principal 
amount of each bond as it matured 
and the accruing interest.. Further- 
more, it was provided that the said 
ordinance should constitute a coh- 
tract with the holder of each bond 
and should be irrepealable so long 
as any of such bonds remained out-/ 
standing and unpaid. 

In pursuance of this ordinance 
the city @as levied a tax for in- 
terest and sinking fund .each year 
since the bonds were issued. _ For 
1933 the tax was 39 cents on the 
$100 f assessed property valuation, 
an increase of two cents over the 
previous year. . 

Levy Kept Too Low. 

As the assessed value of real 
estate had been reduced by 20 per 
cent, the levy should have been 50 
cents on the $100 in order to meet 
the requirements of the bond issue 
ordinance previously referred to. 
For 1934, the 1933 figure in the 
enount of 39 cents was repeated 
notwithstanding the protest of 
Comptroller Nolte who insisted that 
the levy ought to be at least twice 
as large if the city was to live up 
to the spirit of its pledge to the

What Report Aims At. 

It is precisely this that the Pres- 
ident’s report does. It takes the 
various major drainage basins ag 
units having a common interest, 
and proposes a series of projects for 
these areas.

The report was prepared for the 
President by Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes, Secretary of War Dern, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
and Secretary of Labor Perkins. 
They, in turn, appointed technical 
subcommittees to do the actual 
work of research and co-ordination. 


provided, of about $80,000,000. Sec- 
ondly, the committee urges the es 
tablishment along the upper river 
of “extensive publicly owned for- 
ests, of which about 500,000 acres 
are immediately needed for erosion 
control; the remainder to be ac 
quired over a period of years.” The 
plan should aiso include conversion 
of some 2,500,000 acres of devastated 
farm lands to forests and the con- 
tinued investigation of stream flow 
and ground-water conditions, the 
report says.

Ten Projects Suggested. 

Partly to appease the appetite of 
Congress for river improvements, 
the committee suggested 10 proj- 
ects that would justify immediate 
construction. But these, they add- 
ed, were arbitrarily and hastily 
chosen and should have further con- 
sideration. One project is chosen 
for each of the 10 river basins 
that are taken as the basic units of 
the study. They are listed “in or-

Further Study Urged. 

This is only to suggest certain of 
the specific proposals for the M 
sissippi Valley. As has been said, 
all are subject to further study and 
consideration. Throughout the re- 
port the need is stressed for con- 
tinued studies of all phases of wa- 
ter use. It is pointed out, too, that 
one of the most important legisla- 
tive problems to be worked out is 
the adjustment of cost between 
Federal, State and muricipal gov- 
ernments. : 

‘ As to the interrelation of the 
various phases of the program, the 
Federal Power Commission insists 
that “no water power project should 
be approved except after submis- 
sion of the proposed plans to the 
Federal Power Commission, nor 
should any scheme for prevention 
of soil erosion, flood control, or the 
improvement of navigation which 
involves the construction of dams 
be approved until the Federal Pow- 
er Commission has had an oppor- 
tupnity to determine whether prop- 
er provision has been made for the 
development of water power re 
sources inherent in such projects. 

Effect of Soil Erosion. 

The report contains separate dis- 
cussions of each general phase of 
water use and conservation by the 
experts in charge of the technical 
sub-committees. Perhaps the most 
interesting of these general reports 
is that on soil erosion which pre- 
sents in a most striking fashion the 
alarming picture of what has hap- 
pened to soil in America, This then 
suggests the nature of the first 
comprehensive report on water re- 
sources. Having turned out this 
report—this emergency fence— 
President Roosevelt proceeded to 
the task of preparing a more com- 
prehensive report, one that ~hould 
sift and refine the material con- 
tained in the first survey, one that 
should include not only water but 
land resources, since it is realized 
that the two are so interrelated as 
to be inseparable in any funda- 
mental study. 

“I want this second report to be 
so good,” said President Roosevelt 
to Charles W. Eliot II, executive 
officer of the National Resources 
Board, which supplanted the Na- 
tional Planning Board, “that Con- 
gress will fall over itself to pass 
the legislation the report recom- 
mends.” 

New Report in Preparation. 
Intensive work is now going for- 
ward on this report.

Announcers Ardent 

Admirers of President. 

By Martin Codel. 

- WASHINGTON, July 28. 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT, ad- 
mittedly a great “radio person- 

* ality,” has no more ardent ad- 
mirers than the two big networks’ 
presidential announcers, Carieton 
Smith of NBC and Robert Trout of 
CBS. Ever since the night after 
inauguration, when he made his 
first fireside talk to the country 
from the Lincoln study in the White 
House, Mr. Roosevelt has endeared 
himself to the engineers as well as 
announcers. When they were first 
presented to him, the President, 
with his usual genial smile, reas- 
sured them: 

“You need have no worries about 
me. I'm an old hand at broadcast- 
ing.” He interrupted a confer- 
ence with Secretary of State Hull 
and Prof. Ray Moley to tell the 
radio folk they need make no spe- 
cial arrangements for him. All he 
required was the microphone. 
EATED before the’ microphone, 
maintaining the proper distance 
without being told, and speaking 
in his clear and pleasing voice, 

President Roosevelt soon displayed 
that he was indeed an old hand at 
radio. When radio announcers say 
it is a treat to hear someone be- 
side themselves talk, you can be 
assured that that person is really 
unusual. Said Smith: 

“It was a real treat to watch him. 
Many people who face the micro- 
phone do so in an indifferent 
manner, giving the impression that 
they are talking to a machine. But 
not Mr. Roosevelt. From the ex- 
pression on his face, you could 
sense that he realized he was talk- 
ing to people and not to a micro- 
phone.” 

Trout calls him “raster of the 
microphone.” “He is most informal,” 
said Trout. “His manner of speak- 
ing over the radio is exactly the 
same as his manner in ordinary 
conversation. As a consequence it 
is no wonder that people say he is 
easy to,listen to. He does not make 
a speech—he just visits with 
people.”

Years 
went by and the same circus vis.

The elephant found 
his old friend sitting in the 25-cent 
seats, and recognizing him, the ani.

Elephants enjoy a bit of fun, as

HIS ig the time of the year when tourists and vacationists, Holly- 
T wood bound, drop Ih to see the movie editor to “get a note” 

which will serve as a passport to the movie studios. Some just 
want to see the wheels go ‘round, but there are a lot of ‘em who hope 
a cinema director will spot them, instantly, as future screen stars and 
offer them a contract out of hand. 

This is specially true of the younger set who go out to the Gold 
Coast on a little trip during off school months. Right at the outset 
it might be said to all of them that they haven't a chance. Most di- 
rectors point to the stage and the extra route as practically the only 
road for the neophytes to take. 

Cecil B. De Mille, Frank Tuttle, Ernest Lubitsch, Josef von 
Sternberg and other ace directors urge an apprenticeship on “the 
boards”—where that is possible—in order to school] the beginner in 
presence before an audience in the use of the voice.

This alphabetical classification is an invention of Karl Struss, 
Hollywood cinematographer, a system for listing faces according te 
the ease with which they are photographed. 

“A ‘Class A’ face,” he says, “is one which has few wrinkles, 
plenty of red in it and no prominent bones to cast shadows, Lom- 
bard, Garbo, Young and West are perfect examples of facial smooth- 
ness. 

“Miss Dietrich, whose face appears haggard in ‘still’ phote- 
graphs largely because of her cheek structure, is a perfect subject 
for the movie camera for the cheek bones give off few shadows.” ' 

A “B” face, he says, is more or less rugged, such as Miss Skip- 
worth’s. Most men, according to Struss, fall under this classifica- 
tion. Marie Dressler is a “B-plus.” 

“Class C” faces—more often referred to as “pans” and “muggs” 
are of the homely character such as those of Will Rogers, George 
Bancroft, Wallace Beery and Ruggles. / 

“These are hard to photograph,’ says Struss, “and we never at- 
tempt to beautify them by photography, but instead stress every lit- 
tle defect and wrinkle. Such people are called character actors ang 
actresses.”

. Louisan’s Mexican Diary—in Water Colors 


Each Picture Made by Charles O. Eames | 


Is a Personal Memento Recalling a Fiesta, a Fine Dinner or a Night in Jail.

OME travelers record their wanderings with much writing 
in notebooks, with snapshots or souvenir postcards or 
towels from resplendent but unwatchful hotels. Charles 
O. Eames, St. Louis architect, painted pictures which serve 
as a diary of his ramblings in Mexico. In the azure of 
cloudless skies, the buff of sun-baked adobe, the green of 
| distant hills, the red and yellow of bright serapes and the 
purple of evening shadows on chapel walls, he set down vividly the ‘im- 
pressions of a traveler sensitive to the beauties of a strange land. 

Each picture is a memento of a personal experience. A water color 
of a market place in Monterrey recalls the day. Eames spent in jail for 
painting it. A view of a little mountain church reminds him of the 
simple, kindly people who worshiped there and their hospitality to him. 
A street scene in Saltillo brings back the sounds of fiesta and the fragrance 
of frijoles and pan dulce: Sortie of the paintings merely record, of course, 
occasions when the artist was delighted by a fine harmony of line or mass 
or a striking arrangement of color in something he saw; but these 
occasions are important personal experiences to the artist. Three of the 
water colors—pages from the painter's “Mexican diary"—are repro- 
duced on this page. 

Eames, who studied architecture at Washington University, drove’ down 
to Mexico in a flivver last fall. He had very little money with him and 
knew no Spanish, but he suddenly had decided he wanted to see some- 
thing of the country south of the Rio Grande, and he was young enough 
to be confident he would get along all right. He did get along pretty 
well—barring a couple of arrests. He returned not long ago. with his 
supply of oil and water color paintings, a number of which he has since 
sold; a small collection of native artifacts of artistic and archeological 
value, including a wand used in the black magic of ancient. Toltecs, and 
recollections of a grand time. 

‘ The architect confined his travels to the northern states of Coahuila, 
Nuevo Leon and San Luis Potosi. Part of the time he lived with people 
of the peon class, eating and sleeping in their lowly homes, often repay- 
ing their hospitality by making picyres of them. Once he was the 
honored guest of a mountain village, having won the friendship of the 
villager by repainting a statue of St. Peter in their chapel. A fiesta was 
held in celebration of the event and solid-faced peons thanked him with 
tears running down their cheeks. 

Two arrests were less pleasant incidents of his sojourn in Mexico. The 
one at Monterrey came about, as he understood it, because some citizen 
thought that in painting a small market place the artist was trying to 
give an unfavorable impression of the town. 

In Linares, State of Nuevo Leon, he spent a couple of nights in the 
town jug. It appears he had a book containing fine pictures of Mexican 
archeological treasures, and certain minor officials thought the book put 
their cquntry in a bad light—as a place of low culture. Again an Amer- 
ican Consul procured his release—-and he was allowed to keep the book. 

Since returning to the United States, Eames has exhibited his Mexican 
paintings at. Norfolk, Virginia, and a showing is planned for them in

which, with a corps of workers pro- 
vided by Public Works funds, is mak- 
ing the most rapid strides in its cen- 
tury of existence. 

Great areas on the ocean floor are 
flatter than any such area on land. 
Agassiz cruised 3200 miles in the 
South Pacific and found an undersea 
‘prairie’ on a level varying an aver- 
age of only nine inches to the mile. 

Not long ago the Survey discovered 
a submarine valley, only three miles 
long and a mile wide, but 1200 feet 
deep, just north of Monterey Bay, on 
the Pacific coast. 

A little earlier a Survey ship, the 
Guide, charted a mile-high mountain 
under blue water off the California 
coast. Its peak was covered to a 
depth of 900 fathoms, or 5400 feet, 
but the steep western slope fell off 
1000 fathoms, to a valley 1900 fath- 
oms deep. 

It was the Survey that discovered 
Pinnacle Rock, a narrow crag under 
Alaskan waters that rises suddenly 
from a sea floor nearly 670 feet deep 
to a jagged point only 17 feet below 
the surface. It is sometimes called a 
“submarine Washington Monument,” 
but it is 650 feet “high,’’ while the 
real monument is only 555 feet. 

Gold lies at the bottom of the sea 
in Stephens Passage, Alaska. Natural 
oil wells nearly 500 feet under water 
give the channel off Santa Barbara, 
California, so strong an odor of petro- 
leum that sailors used to call it ‘‘Coal 
Oil Point.’’ Millions of gallons of min- 
eral water bubble up under the sea 
about nine miles south of St. Au- 
gustine, Florida. The ‘‘boiling’’ of the 
water may be observed on the surface, 
and mineral fumes drift farther than 
cruisers-by particularly relish. 

Bogosloff Volcano rises out of a 
depth of 6000 feet in Bering Sea, 
tosses up islands, blasts them away. It 
erupted in 1796, 1883, 1906, 1910, and 
possibly many other times, for the re- 
gion is little visited. , 

Off New York harbor, about 50 
miles at sea, lies a great gorge. This 
canyon is more than 2400 feet deep, 
20 miles long, three miles from rim 
to rim. Through it, the geologists say, 
the Hudson River flowed millions of 
years before old Hendrik and the 
Half Moon reached its waters, before 
the shore line subsided and the sea 
moved in to Coney Island and Sandy 
Hook. 

But the work of this Government 
bureau, inaugurated in the adminis- 
tration of Thomas Jefferson, is not 
merely to discover curiosities, as its di- 
rector, Captain R. S. Patton, told the 
correspondent. These canyons and 
valleys are not merely oddities of the 
sea. Pinnacle Rock is a menace to 
navigation. Under-sea formations 
that are not hazards may be aids to 
navigation when they have been chart- 
ed by the Survey. 

For example, a navigating officer 
knows exactly what his position is 


when, nearing New York, the depth in- 


dicator tells him he is over the ‘“‘grand

canyon” of the ancient Hudson. 

The indicator used by the Coast 
Geodetic Survey in making its depth 
charts is called the fathometer. It is 
an American development of depth- 
finding devices on the echo principle. 
Essentially, it consists of a: sound-pro- 
ducing device, a receiver, and an in- 
strument to register the time it takes 
sound to reach the ocean floor and 
be reflected back to the ship. Half 
of the time registered would be the 
time required for the sound to reach 
bottom. Sound travels in sea water at 
a uniform rate of about eight-tenths 
of a mile per second. 


HUS, if sound sent out: by the 
ship was reflected back to the 
receiver in two seconds, the 
depth would be eight-tenths of a mile. 
Actually, the modern instruments do 
all this computing automatically, with 
an indicator which gives the depth at 
a glance—as far ahead of the old “lead 
line’’—or the sounding pole and chant- 
ed ‘“‘Mar-r-r-k Twa-a-ain’’ of Mississip- 
pi roustabouts—as the modern taff- 
rail log or automatic speed indicator 
is ahead of the chip log of the old- 
time wind-jammer. 

Even the old wind-jammers had to 
heave to in order 
lead line accurate at depths of 
20 fathoms and up. Plainly, the 
Coast and.Geodetic Survey couldn’t 
get far with it in surveying a coast 
line which Captain Patton estimated 
at 103,000 miles.

11,500 miles long. The actual shore 
line in detail is 91,000 miles long, and 
this is excluding the 12,000-mile shore 
line of Puerto Rico, Guam, Tutuila, 
Wake, the Hawaiian, Midway, Philip- 
pine and Virgin islands. And, Captain 
Patton added, the maritime operations 
of the Survey are only about half its 
work. ; 


The “Continental shelf,’’ Captain 
Patton said, extends about 100 miles 
from shore on the Atlantic and about 
50 miles on the West coast. It marks 
the shore line of the continent as it ex- 
isted in geologically “recent” times. 
As the shelf-is passed, the waters be- 
come much deeper.

any ocean was taken in 1927 by the 
Emden, German cruiser, at a spot ap- 
proximately 45 miles east of the Is- 
land of Mindanao in the Philippines. 
Echo sounding was used, and a depth 
of more than six'and a half miles was 
recorded. 

“To indicate the vastness of the 
depth,’’ Captain Patton explained, ‘‘it 
should be added that this point is 
about 75 miles from a mountain more 
than 6000 feet high. The difference in 
elevation is 41,000 feet; 12,000 feet 
greater than Mount Everest, the 
world’s most towering peak.”’ 


HE Survey has discovered deeps 
north of Puerto Rico and also 
off the Aleutian Islands. Off 
Japan, also, depths have been record- 
ed which approach Mindanao’s in vast- 
ness. 

Vast stores of gold and oil are avail- 
able on the ocean floor. Only a frac- 
tion of the wealth has been tapped and 
the fabulous fortunes which time has 
deposited naturally below the waters 
remain untouched. 

The oi) springs in the southern part 
of Santa Monica Bay, California, are 
famous. They are located near the 
head of a deep submarine Valley, with 
the oil coming up from a depth of 75 
fathoms. 

Gold is a characteristic of the 
ocean floor near Juneau, Alaska, but, 
Captain Patton commented, ‘“‘How to 
get out the precious metal is some- 
thing that prospectors have never been 
able to determine on a practicable 
basis.”’ 

Just as prairies, gold fields and oil 
wells exist at the bottom of the sea, 
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beach gravel has been found‘on inland 
mountain peaks—‘‘proving,” he said, 
‘that geologic changes, staggering to 
our imagination, have occurred from 
time to time in the long history of the 
world; gigantic convulsions in which 
vast areas have been thrown up from 
the sea, and other tremendous tracts 
consigned to the depths.’’ 

And he related an instance in which 
the Survey found evidence of these 
changes still going on. 

An area in the Sulu Sea, Philippine 
Islands, had been surveyed and a shoal 
two miles long and a half a mile wide 
was discovered. Depths of eight to 
10 fathoms, with sand and coral bot- 
tom, were found over the crest of the 
ridge. 

“Two years later,” Captain Patton 
related, ‘a Survey crew ran a sound- 
ing line over this bank. Soundings on 
the north end tallied with the earlier 
record. When about half way over 
the bank the leadsman called out, 
‘Twenty fathoms and no bottom.’ The 
ship was stopped immediately and the 
sounding device showed a depth of 32 
fathoms instead of the 10 revealed by 
the preceding record. A resurvey of 
the shoal indicated that although both 
ends were the same, the middle had 
sunk or caved in to the extent of 120 
feet. On land, not even in the most 
violent of earthquakes of which we 
have record, has such a disturbance 
occurred.”’ 


wild goose chases. Imaginative 

seamen report enormous rocks, 
which, upon careful investigation, 
prove to have no existence save in the 
minds of the original ‘‘observers.”’ 
Captain Patton cites the case of Len- 
ard Rock, in the North Pacific, a sup- 
posed menace which was reported by 
many skippers. Systematic searches 
by the Survey failed utterly to reveal 
it, and today vessels steam over its 
“location” without fear. 

The Coast and Geodetic Survey is 
one of the oldest bureaus in the Fed- 
¢ral Government. In the year 1807, 
under President Jefferson, Congress 
authorized the establishment of a na- 
tional coast survey as a bureau under 
the Secretary of the Treasury. Plans 
for execution of the survey were sub- 
mitted by Frederick R. Hassler. How- 
ever, because of the external relations 
of the country, it was impracticable to 
take any steps toward putting the 
plans into action until 1811. Hassler 
was directed to go to Europe to ar- 
range for the building of the necessary 
instruments and standards, most of 
them being of his own design. The 
War of 1812 interfered, and field 
work did not begin until 1816. The 
work was suspended in 1818 and taken 
up again in 1832. 

In 1878, after enlargement of the 
functions of the unit in 1871 to in- 
clude aid to state surveys, the desig- 
nation of the bureau became the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. When the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor was 
organized in 1903, the Survey was 
transferred to it from the Treasury 
Department, and in 1913 to the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

“The plan upon which the Survey 
now is organized,’’ Captain Patton con- 
cluded, “is based on the broad scien- 
tific foundation proposed by Hassler 
and approved by Jefferson; and its 
present methods are the perfected re- 
sults of experience gained in the field 
and office during more than a century 
of existence.”

My background led me to 
seek thrill after thrill,, and now at 
last I realize nothing is left of it all 
except bitterness and empty memo- 
ries.”’

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Eloping Couples Has 


Degenerated Into a ‘Racket,’ According 


to Citizens and Clergymen of 


Media, Pennsylvania, and Elkton, 


Maryland—Two Famous Gretna 


Greens.

OMPLAINTS were

They express the feelings of the pro- 

testing clergymen and taxpayers of 

Media, Pennsylvania, and _ Elkton, 
Maryland. 

For in this report, which asks the 

Department of Justice to make an im- 


.mediate investigation into the condi- 


tions which go toward making Media 
and Elkton highly profitable ‘‘mar- 
riage mills and elopement rackets,’’ it 
is charged, among other things: 

That girls as young as 14 or 15 are 
married without the consent of their 
parents. 

That young boys and girls, obvious- 
ly under-age, are coached to tell lies 
for the sake of obtaining a license. 

That intoxicated young couples are 
steered through the ceremony in spite 
of the fact that they are not sober 
enough to realize the seriousness of 
what they are doing. 

That cases have occurred where 
false. names and addresses have been 
accepted, with no attempt to comply 
with the regulations. 

And that divorce papers are so sel- 
dom asked for that bigamy is far from 
difficult. 

Just how many of these charges are 
absolutely accurate cannot be ascer- 
tained until such time as there may be 
an official investigation, but that there 
is a ballyhoo marriage mart now being 
run in these two small towns, known 
throughout Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
New! Jersey and Delaware as the haven 
of elopers, is certain. 

No one, apparently, least of all the 
men who conduct the ‘“‘business,’’ con- 
siders it anything but proper to em- 
ploy high-pressure salesmanship meth- 
ods, bargain rates, taxi drivers -and 
“runners” to get the better of their 
competitors. Nor do these marriage 
hawkers try to cover up their deep 
hatred for each other or their intense 
rivalry. 

These two Gretna Greens have been, 
doing an extraordinarily large business 
in the last few years. But, as in most 
business affairs, the distribution of 
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profits has not been entirely equitable. 

In Media, for instance, a monopoly 
has been achieved by the four Justices 
of the Peace to the virtual exclusion 
of the ministers who join with the 
Rev. Charles V. Hassler in calling the 
procedure a disgrace. 

In Elkton, ou the other hand, where 
a clergyman is required by the Mary- 
land laws to tie the knot, a different 
situation has arisen. There is no law 
decreeing that a minister must have a 
congregation. -As a result, Elkton’s 
ministers are divided into two groups: 
those who care for the sick and the 
poor, deliver sermons and receive a 
minimum of marriage fees, and those 
who devote themselves exclusively to 
the ritual of the marital ties. | 

Whether Media or Elkton is more 
overrun with marriage racketeering, it 
is impossible to say; but the two towns 
do have different brands, and each 
does a big business. 


AST year, when the marriage 
[re throughout the country was 

seriously cut, Media held the fort 
with 3289 licenses issued in the Dela- 
ware County Courthouse. 
1271 went to Philadelphia couples 
and 577 to Jerseyites. And in prac- 
tically all of thém, Squires Amos A. 
Keiser, A. C. Matheus, Fred Cooper or 
William Morgan officiated- 

Though the present complaint is not 
the first time that the Media marriage 
marts have been a subject of disap- 
proval, the same men continue to pros- 
per. Only two years ago competition 
among the fighting squires themselves 
became so keen that Squires Matheus 
and Cooper went to court to charge 
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their colleague, Justice of the Peace 
Keiser, with ‘unfair monopoly and un- 
ethical practices.’’ 

It was then that Matheus accused 
Keiser of having eight ‘‘runners,’’ in- 
cluding a taxicab company operated by 
his father, by means of which ‘the 
takes. the living right out of our 
mouths.” To which the indignant 
Keiser replied that all the men aiding 
him were members of his own family, 
and that he was “merely making an 
honest living for himself, for his wife 
and four kids.”’ 

Squire Matheus was not discour- 
aged. He accused Keiser of display- 
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The late Reverend William R. Moon, marrying one of the 25,000 couples 
he claimed to have joined together. 


ing “‘injustice unbecoming the dignity 
of any member of the minor judici- 
ary,’ of employing ‘‘runners’’ who 
actually took marriage prospects away 
from his (Matheus’) doorstep, and 
wound up by asking the Delaware 
County Magistrates’ Association to halt 
their ‘‘nefarious practice.”’ 

Though Keiser did not deny that his 
“runners” solicited couples in and out 
of the courthouse and on the trolleys 
and trains coming into Media, he in- 
terpreted his own action thus: 

‘“‘We do not molest people. We help 
them out in a strange town. I never 
charge more than the $5 legal fee. My 
three brothers and the two taxicab 
drivers employed by my father are 
helping me out. There is nothing 
wrong with it.’’ 

The county magistrates listened to 
both sides and then left things as they 
were because they did not have the 
power to act. Since that time, the 
fur squires have gone in for even 
more circus-like methods, which great- 
ly pain the local clergy. 

Billboards greet the motorists on 
Baltimore Pike or in the streets of 
Media; these give the directions to 
Squire Keiser’s, where marriage li- 
censes are a specialty. Cooper and 
Morgan also have signboards on their 
homes. They charge the regulation $5 
fee. 

But Matheus, apparently off the 
gold standard, recently came out with 
a sign cutting his price to $2.50. 
Nevertheless, he finds his business not 
greatly improved, and it still seems as 
if Square Keiser has the largest turn- 
over. 

When a prospective bride and groom 
finally arrive in Media in the daytime 
and wend their way to the house of a 
Justice of the Peace, they are gladly 
escorted to the courthouse, where they 
pay Mrs. Martha MacCrea Thompson 
$2.50 for a license and then return to 
the squire’s house for the ceremony. 


Five dollars is the legal fee for the 
ceremony, but a generous groom who 
gives $10 is especially welcome. 

In Elkton; as opposed to Media, 
the marriage mart seems to be thriv- 
ing on an even more exciting basis, 
for the opposing parties have had 
many a bitter squabble, which ended 
up not only in bitter words and long 
court battles, but also in bodily in- 
jury. 

Today this town of 3000 inhabi- 
tants, strategically situated on the 
state line of Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and Delaware, can boast of two rings: 
the golden wedding band, sold at tre- 
mendously high rates in the town’s 
jewelry stores, and the taxi ring, 
which runs the hurry-up marriage 
business. 


HE first inkling of conditions in 
Elkton came out. with a bang a 
few years ago when FE. Leland 
Ott of the Elkton Taxicab Company 
asked for an injunction to restrain S. 
Ralph Andrews, Clerk of the Cecil 
County Court, and his deputy, Clerk C. 
Ellis Deibert, from ruining the busi- 
ness of the taxi company by directing 
couples to the Reverends Irwin F. 
Wagner and W. C. Harris. 

Ott claimed that, by sending coupies 
to the ministers, Andrews was taking 
away half the business of the taxi com- 
pany, which maintained five drivers, 
five automobiles and three street men 
to guide elopers. According to Ott, 
the company took in $500 weekly. 

But the Court dismissed Ott’s ap- 
plication on the grounds that he who 
comes into equity must come with 
clean hands, while Ott, by his own tes- 
timony, ‘“‘given freely and unashamed- 
ly, had made himself guilty of suborn- 
ing perjury, attempting bribery and 
conspiracy to evade the laws of the 
State.”’ 

In the Court's opinion, Ott's admis- 
sion that ministers had been hired on 
a monthly salary to marry couples 
brought in by the taxi ring was equiv- 
alent to conspiracy, since the minister 
turned his fees over to the taxi ring: 
his admission that the Clerk of the

Witnesses lie or make mistakes and 
hundreds of convictions are lost there- 
by and hundreds of arrests never come 
to pass. But microscopes and micro- 
cameras and tintometers and plaster 
casts never lie. Juries know that. 
Furthermore, these devices pick up evi- 
dence where human witnesses are ab- 
sent. Men have been executed in Eu- 
ropean countries on laboratory evi- 
dence built around discarded cigarette 
stubs or charred match sticks. Even 
in some American cities private spe- 
cialists have sent criminals to the gal- 
lows on the strength of cleverly as- 
sembled pictures, measurements and 
deductions.

New York Police Department Revolutionized 


an instrument resembling that used by 
wood carvers is employed to press the 
metal sheet down over all depressions.

When the mark 
left by a burglar 
tool chances to 
be unusually dis- 
tinetive, the 
technicians may

Accurate tak- 
ing of footprints 
is a major item 
in the scientific 
crime course. 
The record of 
the displacement

scientific detective to determine the 
criminal’'s walking peculiarities or to 
tell whether he walked or san from 
the scene. The common way of cast- 
ing the foot impressions is to spray 
them gently with shellac, using a fine, 
misty atomizer, so as not to disturb 
the dirt or dust formation.

serve footprints in the snow by the 
use of joiner’s glue to harden the de- 
pression. 

If the criminal carried a cane (pret- 
ty rare in this country) the relation 
of the ferrule marks to footprints may 
be important. A man with a cane in 
his right hand, will, in a slow, saunter- 
ing walk, place it on the ground every 
second step, near the toe of his right 
foot. If he is going quickly and is 
really making use of his cane to ac- 
celerate his speed, he places it at the 
fore part of each impression of the 
left foot. 

In traffic-choked New York, the 
print of a tire tread may be of inval- 
uable aid in solving a hit-and-run case. 
For this purpose, the police laboratory 
has a special Leica camera which uses 
a special sensitive film.

there. Copies of the photograph are 
given to the Automobile Homicide 
Squad for comparison with tires of 
machines under suspicion. The pic- 
tures are also useful in telling 
whether the driver had his brakes set 
or whether he tried to turn out to 
avoid striking the victim. 

The tintometer is useful chiefly in 
determining whetherethe ink used in 
writing, for instance, a death threat 
letter, is from the bottle seized in the 
home of a suspect. 

Homonit, a patented Swedish prepa- 
ration, enables the New York techni- 
cians to make casts of human flesh so 
precise as to bring out the individual 
pores. It is also used in taking im- 
pressions of wounds in murder cases, 
so that, when someone is arrested 
charged with the crime, the authori- 
ties may find quickly if his weapon is 
one which could make such a wound. 
Molding of death masks to speed the 
identification of nameless bodies is an-

other of the laboratory functions. 
Resting on a shelf above some test 
tubes is the mask of a woman who 
was found in the East River three 
months after she was drowned. A 
member of the staff, turned sculptor, 
reconstructed the face in plaster, bas- 
ing his proportions on bone measure- 
nents. He tinted the cast to simulate 
the life color and obtained a striking, 
if ghastly, effect. Since the victim's 
body is badly decomposed, the iden- 
tification will be made, if * ever, 
through this mask. 

As for the microscope, it may trace 
a murderer through a strand of hair 
caught in a coat button of the victim; 
it may show, by magnifying the rup- 
ture of the sheath bulb, that a hair 
was pulled out violently; .it will dis- 
tinguish the anima) hair from the hu- 
man; it will enable a technician to 
count the strands in a rope clew and 


determine whether it has been cut or- 


The instrument is of 
great aid in analyzing biood clews, 
It can distinguish human from 
animal biood and by enlargement of 
the pattern of a blood drop tell 
whether the bleeding person was mov-

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ing or stationary, and, if on the run. 
in what direction. 

Laboratory detection of crime has 
yet to receive its first major test in 
New York, but Deputy Chief Inspector 
John J. O'Connell, dean of the Police 
Academy, is confident that it will ac- 
quit itself creditably. For five years 
O’Connell recommended it in his an- 
nual report, but the suggestion was 
ignored. 

Elsewhere science has played an im- 
portant part in crime solution for 
years. The police of Cairo, Egypt, 
tracked the man who attempted to as- 
sassinate the Sultan Hussein in 1915 
by microscopic examination of the lit- 
ter of cigarette ends he tossed nerv- 
ously on the floor of a cheap room 
The 
microscope showed that the tobacco 
was unusually finely cut and detec- 
tives learned that only one tobacconist 
in Cairo dealt in it. By canvassing the 
list of his regular customers who fa- 
vored this tobacco, they came upon 
one who was under suspicion for other 
reasons. 

Delicate measurements of cigar- 
ettes found in his home and the 
stubs left in the assassination room 
showed an exact correspondence in di- 
ameters. This was not enough to con- 
vict the man, but it enabled the police 
to concentrate their investigating 
forces and resulted ultimately in his 
conviction. 


HE most striking case of po- 
lice science in America was 
that of Gordon Stewart North- 
cott of Riverside, California, who was 
convicted of murdering two boys on 
his farm, although their bodies were 
never found. Contrary to common 
belief, corpus delecti can. be estab- 
lished by inference, and in.this case 
the microscope and the micro-camera 
did the work. 

One of the few clews to the double 
murder was an old cap with a battered 
trade mark found on the farm. Under 
the microscope the maker’s name waa 
learned and the boys’ father testified 
one boy wore a cap exactly like it. 
Microscopic examination of letters sent 
by Northcott to the father showed they 
were written on leaves torn from 
books in the farmhouse library. En- 
velopes, just like the ones in which the 
letters were sent; were found in a 
desk. In.a room where the youngsters 
were kept captive detectives found a 
crude, boyish drawing made with a 
crayop on a piece of wood. The room 
was ransacked and a piece of crayon 
found. The father identified it as the 
kind one of the victims habitually 
carried. 

Under the microscope the tip of 
the crayon showed corrugations that 
corresponded with the markings on 
the plece of wood. Digging into 
a shallow grave where Northcott’ 
had hidden the bodies before ex- 
huming and disposing of them mys- 
teriously, detectives found a tooth, 
several toenails, a few finger bones 
and foot oones, all importast in 
showing that some human being 
had been done away .with.

time comes the people of Henry- 
etta want it known that they have 
a contender. His name is Charlie 
Yonkers. 

Certain people might refer to 
him as a wood carver. Not Char- 
lie. He’s a whittler. And al- 
though his home is crowded with 
‘beautiful and intricate pieces 
valued at $10,000, he’s still a 
whittler. No smock and beret and 
studio for him; Charlie Yonkers 
is just the kind of fellow who can 
take an old broom: handie and 
make something odd and pretty 
from it. 

He really did start with the 
handle of a wornout broom. That 
was in 1918. Charlie got dis- 
gusted with the pastime of twid- 
dling his thumbs, so he sharp- 
ened his pocket knife on his shoe 
sele and began cutting on the 
back porch broom. In a few days 
he had a four-foot replica of a 
farmer's trace chain. 

“Reckon it didn’t amount to 
much, that chain,’’ says Charlie. 
“Just whittled it out. Sort of 


y practice work, like running scales 
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on the piano. Another month or 
two, though, and I was able to 
whittle some pretty things. I was 
a railroad man, but I was getting 
along, so I retired. 

“But I got fidgety. Looked like 
I just couldn’t sit around, even if 
I didn’t have to earn my keep. So 
I kept on whittling.”’ 

Charlie Yonkers is 73 and his 
home is here in Henryetta. His 
days in a railroad freight office 
enabled him to rear a family. 
Charlie’s sons and daughters 
were about to step in gracefully 
and see that his last years were 
spent without worry. But it looks 
now like he may make more mon- 
ey in the next 10 years than he 
did in all his first seven decades. 
And all with a common $1.25 
pocket knife—no other tool. 

Charlie Yonkers’ home today 
has nearly 1000 different pieces of 
carving, all done by his hand. 
Some of them are so unusual as 
to attract wide attention. Students 
of wood carving say he has de- 
veloped an inherent artistry which 
makes many of his pieces valua- 
ble indeed. The thought of mak- 
ing money with his knife never 
dawned on Charlie until a year 
or so ago. He just whittled out 
for the children and 
curiosities for the grown-ups. Then 
on came the collectors and he 
was at a loss to know what to 
charge them. 

“They’re worth a little money, 
I reckon,’’ Charlie grins. ‘‘I don’t 
know how much. I'm not selling 
anything now. Some folks want 
me to exhibit my things this fall 
at a resort hotel in Arizona. {[ 
might do so, and I might not. I 
whittle for pleasure. Give lots of 
things to friends. Guess, though, 
if mamma and me needed any 
money, I'd sell.”’ 

The things Charlie Yonkers has’ 
whittled are truly unusual. _In- 
spection of them is as filled with 
gasps and surprises as a visit to 
a museum.

There’s the little covered wag- 
on, for instance. 

It’s pulled by two gray-colored, 
long-eared, contrary looking 
mules. They are hitched with 
old-fashioned harness. Every de- 
tail of the wagon, harness and 
driver are in keeping with the 
days of ’49. Alongside the wheels 
trots a dog as of yore. It’s a 
real study in wooden sculpture. 

But every pilece—except the 
canvas wagon cover and parts of 


the harness—was carved with a, 


small pen knife from a_ solid 
bloek of wood. The wagon and 
team are about a foot long, the 
dog two inches. 

Another piece shows a Western 
traveler who didn’t have mules, 
but his span of oxen lean against 
the bow and respond to the driv- 
er’s long whip—all in wood. Even

the hard expression on the driv- . 


er’s doll-size face is in character. 

An ‘‘old oaken bucket’ dang- 
ling from a rope over a well in- 
vites the thirsty to dream again 
of auld lang syne. The bucket is 
pulled with a one-man windlass. 
Even a tiny ‘‘gourd’’ hangs on 
the post for a dipper. Every 
detail is adroitly 
carved from 
the soft pine. 

Soft pine is 
one thing to 
whittle on, but 
oak andiron 
wood and hickory 
are something else! 

There on Charlie 
Yonkers’ mantle is an 
ax—what’s an ax doing 
in his living room?—ex- 
actly like a new one from 
the store. But close inspec- 
tion shows it is of hard wood, 
carved with every curve tru 
to the original, with the blade and 
its flange and its edge seemingly 
as accurate as a machined tool. 

And there on the fireplace book- 
shelf is a complete set of garden 
tools, scaled down to one-foot 
length. A rake, a hoe, a shovel, 
a grass cutter, a wheelbarrow. 

Further along is a silver ser- 
vice—knives, forks, spoons, la- 
dles, everything one uses on the 
table —all in hardwood. These 
implements are natural size and 
might truly be used. 

Another shelf is devoted just to 
puzzles. A mysterious cube of 
oak suddenly slips into five parts, 
and it takes a genius to reassem- 
ble it. A tiny box shows a 
wooden marble inside when Char- 
lie Yonkers opens it, but when 
you open it the marble is gone— 
until you learn the secret. 


HE dozen puzzles lead up to 
the teeny-tiny lace work and 
intricacies of wooden valen- 
tines, things so delicate that they 
challenge your credulity. But he 
whittled out every bit of them 
with his pocket knife. 

Still another shelf is filled with 
house furniture in wood—furni- 
ture that has made many a little 
girl clap her hands and dance in 
glee, and that has won dozens of 
sincere kisses for ‘‘Uncle’’ Charlie 
who made them. Little girls just 
can’t get away from that doll 
dresser with sliding drawers, all 
no bigger than your hand; that

dining room set whose chairs are 
so small that the rungs are like 
threads. 

There on a nail hangs a full- 
sized hand saw, just as thin as 
the plate of steel your carpenter 
uses, with every tooth in place 
and sharpened. It took Mr. 
Yonkers nearly a month of spare- 
time cutting and scraping and 
smoothing to do this one. 

“It’s all a matter of nerve,”’ 
says he. ‘You see a lot of men 
like me with the ‘shakes.’ Well, 
I pity them, for they likely can’t 
help it. I have always had good 
nerves, and I think my whittling 
has helped me keep steady. 

“T hardly ever make a mistake. 
My fingers guide the blade exactly 
where I want it to go, every time, 
even in the smallest figures. Sup- 
pose I had got that saw all 
smoothed down to  pasteboard 
thinness, the handle all carved 
and carved in properly, the imi- 
tation brad heads carved in, and 
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Carvings from palm fronds. 


most of the tiny saw teetn cut— 
and then slipped and cut off two 
or three teeth? It would have 
been a ruined piece of work, and 
I wouldn’t have kept it. That’s 
where most people who start out 
whittling fall down. They get 
impatient, try to rush the work, 
make a mistake and soon stop 
trying. 

“IT believe whittling would be 
good for every man and woman, 
if they would all make hobbies of 
it. Just because it does require 
patience and calmness. 

“Not only do I seem to keep in 
excellent health because of it, but 
my mind is better. I have to

concentrate on what I am doing 
while I’m doing it, but when I 
stop to rest a few minutes I can 
figger out my other problems and 
worries without much trouble. I 
guess whittling makes an orderly 
mind, easy to control like my fin- 
gers.’’ 

_ Mr. Yonkers’ mind is orderly. 
His education is not a classical 
one, but his knowledge of human 
nature is profound. He has fig- 
ured out a way to happiness 
which is making his waning years 
pleasant for himsel? and all his 
associates. 

Take that tiniest piece of all— 
the very smallest piece of whit- 
tling he has done—as an example 
of steadiness and concentration. It 
is another chain of a dozen links, 
like that first one from the broom 
Kandle. But this one was carved 
from a match. 


HE bladé of the knife he 
used was twice as wide as 
the match itself. Even the 
slightest mistake would have 
broken the thing. Clumsy fingers 
that squeezed it even a fraction 
too hard would huve ruined it. 
But there it is, a perfect chain, 
no bigger than those gold ones 
that hold watches, carved of the 
sofe pine of a match stick. The 
delicacy of his finger work on this 
piece is hard to believe. 

He has worn out several knives 
in the past 14 years, but he al- 
ways buys another just like the 
last. It is medium sized, with a 
blade in each end. The edges 
could be used for razors; a good 
whetstone keeps them so. One 
of the important if rustic fine arts, 
anyway, is correct sharpening of a 
knife. Not many persons ever per- 
fect it, even in kitchens or butch- 
er shops. 

Charlie rarely uses nails and

HAT was the end of the 
flight, but it was also the 


end of this particular case.

10 seconds. 

When he heard the decision, he 
leaped up in the courtroom and 
blew kisses in the air, a fanciful 
gesture, utterly spoiled by an at- 
torney who nabbed him for giving 
a cab driver a $10 check that 
was not worth $10. The world 
seemed so good to Weightman at 
the moment that he paid the $1° 
with interest. 


Two years later he was in court 
again about money, and this time 
even he could see that it was 
something serious. From a 50- 
year-old trust established by his 
maternal gréeat-grandfather he had 
been receiving $15,670 .a year. 
The will of Charles H. Rogers had 
provided incomes for all his de- 
scendants until the death of his 
last surviving child, when “each 
grandchild who then survived’’ 
was to receive $50,000.

Charlie Yonkers is something of 
a humorist as well as a whittler, 
which may help to account for the 
fact that he has friends scattered 
all over the Southwest. His grin 
is contagious, and when one of 
his eyes squints behind his glass- 
es, you can get all set for a 
wise crack or a friendly gibe at 
you. 

Much of his humor has been re- 
flected in his wood work. He has 
several comic dolls that he has 
whittled, for example, and his 
burlesque Frankenstein whittled 
from oak is a good one. 

The one piece of work in hi} 
collection which absolutely every- 
body comments on, usually with a 


. funny crack or two, is a simple, 


never uses glue. Sometimes the 
nature of a piece he has in mind 
absolutely precludes carving it all 
from one piece of wood, but it is 
seldom indeed that you find a brad 
or nail in his carvings. Where 
they would be in manufactured 
pieces, he often carves in false 
nail heads for realism. 

He never draws his design be- 
fore he starts, or does any meas- 
uring, except in his mind. 

“IT sit down comfortably in the 
shade somewhere,” he tells, “‘and 
figure on what I want to make 
next. Sometimes I see an object 
I want to make a likeness of, like 
my ax on the woodpile, or my 
saw in the garage there. Then I 
pitch in to whittling. 

“T design it as I go, in my 
mind. I have a good eye for look- 
ing at something and remember- 
ing it. Don’t need any pencil lines 
and sketches to follow.’ 

When Charlie was in Arizona 
last winter he discovered a new 
wood for carving. It is a palm 
frond—the soft stem of the big 
fan-like palm leaf common in 
the Southwest. 

These usually are two to four 
feet long, up to four inches wide, 
but not more than a half-inch 
thick. Thus the adaptation of the 
wood is limited to something 
which will fit the natural shape 
of the frond. 

Then Charlie started carving in- 
tricate name plates. He made one 
frond into a delicate chain, with 
each link a letter in the name of 
his home town, Henryetta, Okla- 
homa. The letters of the State 
name are small ones between the 
larger ones of the town. 

Friends from other towns saw 
them and rhapsodized over the 
oddity of the idea. Forthwith, 
then, he found himself carving 
similar ones for Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia, for Phoenix, Arizona, and 
other places. On the tops and bot- 
toms of the chains, and along the 
links, he carves intricate and 
beautiful designs, sometimes na- 
ture studies, sometimes just con- 
ventional whorls and geometric 
patterns—whatever strikes his 
fancy or whatever may be in 
keeping with the piece he is 
producing. 

And no, it doesn’t worry Charlie 
for you to “look over his shoul- 
der” while he carves, although 
he’d rather you'd sit out in front, 
where he can be sociable and 
neighborly. But you can watch 
him. He's not temperamental. A 
real artist, says he, creates things 
for human pleasure and enlighten- 
ment, not as an excuse for a per- 
sonal pose or to cultivate a dis- 
torted ego. 

“I'm awful proud to have folks 
like my whittling,’’ he admits 
freely. ‘I’m always tickled at it. 
It makes me want to do more and 
better. There's a difference be- 
tween pride and swell head. | 
don’t claim to be great, don’t 
ever expect to havethe world 
knocking at my door making me 
famous. But I think I can whit-

were issued in Elkton last 

year, at a minimum cost of 
$15 each, including all fees, it 
is not very difficult to approxi- 
mate the interesting profits in 
the ‘“‘business.”’ 

But the taxi ring itself does not 
have an altogether easy time. 
Within its ranks there is much 
dissension and the ministers it 
hires are hard to please. 

Years ago the taxi trust hired 
runners who took the prospects to 
the ministers with whom they had 
a fee-splitting arrangement. Then 
the Elkton Town Council passed a 
law making it illegal for ministers 
to pay solicitors. So the taxi 
drivers and the “runners” thought 
up the brilliant idea of employing 
the ministers.

The first minister whom the taxi 
trust imported was the Reverend 
Edward Minor frém Baltimore. 
After a time he became dissatis- 
fied with his salary and asked for 
a raise. When that was refused, 
he resigned from the employ of 
the taxi trust, but he would not 
get out of the “parsonage."’ 

The taxi trust then bought the 
“‘parsonage” for $10,000 and de- 
manded that Minor vacate. For a 
long time the Rev. Minor held his 
grounds, but finally, by force, he 
was ejected. 

The taxi ring then installed in 
its ‘“‘parsonage’’ the Reverend 
William Rowen Moon, dean of 
Elkton marrying parsons. The 
Reverend Moon claimed to have 
married 25,000 couples at the 
time of his death a short time 
ago. He worked for the taxi trust 
for a time, and now they are em- 
ploying the Reverend Charlies M. 
Cope, a minister whom they 
brought from North Carolina.
